Mimi, 16 years old, related that 
she amg her mother and brother 
had gone to the theater last night 
while her father remained at the 
hotel, They returned from the 
theater at about 11 o’clock, met 
Medart in the lounge and went 
upstairs with him. 

Wanted to Return Home. 

“He insisted that we all go 
home. immediately,” she said, 
“and he even started to pack a 
bag. We tried to talk him into 
staying and finally he just ran 
to the window and opened it and 
said he was leaving immediately.” 

She said Edward ‘struggled with | 
his father to hold him from the 
window and nearly fell from the 
window himself when Medart 
plunged through it. 

Mimi said her father had been 
depressed about world affairs and 
had been insisting for some time 
that the family return to the 
United States. She said she and 
her mother and brother disagreed 
with him and wanted to remain 
abroad. She told of having signed 
a contract to make a motion pic- 


ture, 7 

Her voice choking with sobs, 
Mimi continued: “Daddy said he 
was going to leave. We asked him 
stay. Then he went into 
another room and—it happened.” 
The body was found in the Rue 
de Rivoli, fashionable shopping 
street, about 1:30 a.m. 

Paris police listed the death 
tentatively as a suicide but said 
the possibility of accidental death 
“not absolutely . excluded.”

Mrs. Medart telephoned their 
restaurant in St. Louis to say 
that her husband’s death was an 
accident and that the United 
States Embassy, after an investi- 
gation, also considered it an ac- 
‘cident.

She 
said she had left the room briefly 
just before Medart went to the 
door or window, but Mimi was in 
the room.

DEFENSE SPENDING 
TO TAKE 18 PCT. OF

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP)— 
President Truman figures that by 
the end of this calendar year 
America will have to spend as 
much as 18 per cent of its total 
national output on “primary se- 
curity programs.” = Tl 

Dollarwise, he estimated in_ his 
economic message to Congress to- 
day, this defense spe would 
be at an annual rate of 45 to 55 
billion, Figuring the top estimate 
as 18 per cent presupposes a total 
national output of 305 billion. 

Spending for security purposes 
now takes about 7 per cent of a 
total output in the neighborhood 
of 285. billion, he said. 

By. comparison, Truman re- 
called that America spent around 
45 per cent of its total output on 
defense in the peak year of World 
War II. Figuring 1944’s total out- 
put at 213.7 billion, that 45 per 
cent amounted to 96 billion. 

The President said total re- 
quirements for security — things 
actually paid for, plus those put 
on order—in the two fiscal years 
1951 and 1952 which end June 30, 
1952, will.amount -to 140 billion. 

By security programs, Truman 
said he meant spending for the 
military, for economic and: mili- 
tary ajd to other nations, atomic 
energy, stockpiling and related 
purposes.

That consti- 
tutional power, he said, had been 
upheld by a long string of judi- 
cial decisicns and hed been af- 
firmed by at least three chicf 
justices. His authority, he con- 
tinued, is recognized abundantly 


throughout the history of this 
country. 

Truman was answering argu- 
ments by Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, and Representative Cou- 
dert (Rep.), New York, that Con- 
gress could prohibit the sending 
of such troops. 


Would Take Fight to People. 


Truman recognized this argu-| cp 
ment by reminding reporters that 
Congress could restrict military 
appropriations in such a way to 
restrict his authority, but he 
added defiantly: 

It is up to Congress—if it 
wants to go to the. country on 
that, he will go to the country 
with them on the issue. 

Obviously referring to his 1948 
victory, he said he had licked 
them once and would do it again 
if they tried to hold up such ap- 
propriations. 

The President said that . of 
course American troops would be 
sent: to Europe to be part of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s North 
Atlantic Treaty command, that is 
what is being planned now. He 
could not tell how many divisions 
would ‘be sent, pointing out that 
it was not known how many 
would’ be available. 

He has not yet directly con- 
sulted congressional leaders about 
this, he said, but Secretary of 
State: Acheson and Defense Sec- 
. retary Marshall have, as his rep- 
resentatives., 

' Price, Wage Cur bs Coming. 

The other highlights of the 
press conference were: 

1. The President repeated his 
announcement of last week that 
price and wage controls are on 
the way and will be put into ef- 
fect as soon as possible. A re-

4. He eategorically denied To- 
kyo dispatches by Keyes Beech of 
the Chicago Daily News and St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch that (1) Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur had been 
gagged by Washington and (2) 
MacArthur had recommended to 
the Pentagon or the White House 
that our troops be withdrawn 
from Korea. On the last named 
point, Truman sharply remarked 
that MacArthur is taking orders. 

5. Amid laughter, he rejected 
the idea that Chinese Communist 
leaders might be induced to sur- 
render by the payment of money 
at so much a head. He said this 
was bribery and he didn’t believe 
in things like that. As an after- 
thought, he added that this sort 
of thing that ruined the Chiang 
Kai-shek regime.

DOCTOR MAKES CALL 
ON nS SOT BIRTHDAY 


Dr. William A. Fries Refuses 
to Celebrate—Began Prac- 
tice in 1884, 


Dr. William A. Fries, one of the 
oldest practicing physicians in St. 
Louis, was 90 years old today, but 
he refused to celebrate the birth- 


His patients, some of whom are 
grandchildren of the patients who 
came to him when he started prac- 
tice in 1884, sent their best wishes, 
but the doctor insisted on working 
as usual. He has his office at his 
home, 3209 Shenandoah avenue. 
A newspaper photographer who 
came to take his picture found the 
doctor had gone out on a call. 

When Dr. Fries returned, he 
was reluctaht to be photographed, 
asserting that his picture in the 
paper might be considered a 
violation of medical ethics. He 
finally consented, however, after 
being persuaded that no one 
would believe a 90-year-old doc- 
tor was seeking new patients. 
The physician’s son, Dr. Ar- 
mand D. Fries, who was president 
of the St. Louis Medical Society 
in 1950, and his grandnephew, 
Dr. John William Fries, are ar- 
ranging a family dinner in his 
honor to be held Sunday at the 
Missouri Athletic Club. That, in 
keeping: with the wishes of the 
South St. Louis physician, will be 
the extent of the birthday cele- 
bration. 

All his life Dr. Fries has been 
a quiet, retiring man, and he sees 
no reason to change now. 

The physician does not smoke 
or drink intoxicants. He believes 
in regular habits, and practices 
what he prescribes, going to bed 
at 11 p.m. and getting up at 6 


He gets his exer- 
cise by ignoring elevators in hos- 
pitals and using the stairs. 

Dr. Fries was graduated from

in 1883, and interned at City Hos- 
pital. For 66-years he had his 
Mfice at 1544 South Broadway, 
moving only after the roof was 
blown off in a storm last spring.

Parole Officer Franklin Miller 
reported Tuesday that of 233 
paroles granted last year, only 11 
had the benefit of pre-sentence 
investigations of the applicant’s 
background and environment. 

“It will rest with city authori- 
ties,” the judges said, “to get 
funds necessary for operation of 
the increased service. As the re- 
port demonstrates, there will: be 
little if any net expense to the 
city.” 

The judges indicated they did 
not agree with some language in 
the report, saying: ‘“‘We could find 
many points of error or‘of inac- 
curate choice of language in the 
report ...

CLAUDE RIGKETTS DIES 


Former State Senator Began 
Business, Politica] Career 
as Hotel Clerk. 


Claude B. Ricketts, former 
State Senator and operator of 
large office and apartment build- 
ings in St. Louis, died today at 
Deaconess Hospital of the effects 
of a paralytic stroke. He was 73 
years old. 


Born in baerteaiih ‘Il, Mr. 
Ricketts had a long career in pub- 
lic life in St. Louis and in the 
state. He had been in semi-retire- 
ment since July 1946, and he suf- 
fered the stroke which caused his 
death Jan. 1. 

Starting his career as a hotel 
clerk, he learned building man- 
agement and directed the opera- 
tion of several St. Louis build- 
ings. When the Railway Exchange 
Building was planned, he became 
associated with the that 
erected the building in 1912, then 
became president and manager of 
Railway Exchange Building Inc. 
He owned a substantia] interest 
in the building. It was sold to a 
syndicate in July 1946. 

In recent years, he operated a

partnerships. That does not mean, 
of course, that Congress will vote 
such taxes. 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Finance Committee al- 
ready has said he expects another 
increase “all along the board” in 
individual and corporation taxes. 
The idea of a retail sales or 
transactions tax is bound to en- 
counter powerful opposition. Op-

Lower military echelons have fewer matters 
to consider than the higher ones. At the front 
each unit hhs a given mission at a given time. 
This mission becomes part of an over-all plan. 
With each step back from the front more mat- 
ters come up for consideration. The higher the 
headquarters the more complex it all becomes. 

Thus Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, as cdm- 
mander of the Eighth Army in Korea, doés not 
need to relate the operations of his forces to 
the entire Pacific situation as Gen.. MacArthur 
must do. In turn; Washington sees: Korea and 
the Pacific on a world scale which is not re- 
quired of Gen. MacArthur. 

Gen. Bradley and his associates may prefer 
for the effect in Europe to have the record 
show that the U.N. forces fought a delaying 
action all the way. down the peninsula,’ before 
a withdrawal was effected. Or they may have 
reason to believe that the peninsula can be 
held in part at least for a longer périod than 
Gen. MacArthur thinks. 

In any case, Washington must see Korea 
in the world context. It must weigh alternative

On Dec. 20 he put out a set of price “stand- 
ards” for business in general, and requested 
compliance to avoid the necessity for further 
mandatory controls. 

On Jan. 8 he said that unless the current 
trend were reversed it would “lead to general 
controls in time.” He declared that his agency 
would make “a big try” to control meat prices 
“as soon as we can.” Two days later ESA 
officials announced, after talking to the pack- 
ers, that no decision to control meat prices 
had been made. 

While all this was going on, prices were 
continuing to climb. The President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers announced that general con- 
trols were now inevitable. President Truman 
told a press conference that such controls would 
be imposed as soon as physically possible. 

We now come to the last, or rather, most 
recent, act. In order to hold: prices during the 
next few weeks while machinery for enforcing 
a broader stabilization policy was being set up, 
Price Director Michael V. DiSalle proposed a 
general fréeze.

Released from the Korean 
land war and with our armies 
withdrawn to Japan, our bar- 
gaining position will be radically 
improved. 

I do not believe at all that we 
should accompany the withdrawal 
by the noisy speeches, the trite 
generalities, and the empty ges- 
tures which those who are admin- 
istering our interests in the 
United Nations seem so much ad- 
dicted to.

We 
should withdraw our diplomatic 
recognition but not our protec- 
— the Formosa Govern- 
ment. 


We should insure the safety 
of the leaders of that Govern- 
ment, but we should give up the 
idea that they can return to 
power in China. 

We should acknowledge the 
legal right of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to take over Formosa, 
once a treaty with Japan has 
been ratified.

No treaty can, of course, be

able settlement, let us say in the 
U.N., of the Indochinese civil war 
and the problem of Indochinese 
independence. 

This, in the broadest terms and 
without any dogmatism about the 
details, seems to me a’ sounder 
program than that of declaring 
Red China the aggressor, and 
then carrying on a general but 
“limited” war, which at best 
would be_ futile and at worst 
ig be catastrophic throughout 
sia.

‘Russia’s problems as a dictator- 
ship with satellites of unproved 
loyalty “give the Russian leaders 
more concern than they give us 
comfort,” Ledwidge continued. 
Dictatorships have never learned 
how to transfer the old dictator’s 
power to a successor, and if Rus- 
sia should march today, there is 
no guarantee the satellite armies 
would follow, he said. 

If Russia were bombed, “a lot 
of Polish, Hungarian and Czecho- 
slovak recruits might come over 
to our side,” the consul com- 
mented. 

Britain’s recognition of the 
Communist regime in China was 
motivated by a hope that the Red 
Chinese might learn that they 
“ean have dealings with the rest 
of the world,” and would in time 
assert themselves independently 
of Russia, with whose intérests 
they now think they are closely 
linked, Ledwidge said.

Aid Says General Accept- 
ed His Plan to Let 8th 
Army Issue Ground 
Forces Communiques.

TOKYO, Jan. 12 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's public in- 
formation officer said today that 
he originated—with the general's 
approval—the new system of an- 

Korean war news. 

Col. P. Echols said, “There 
is not an ounce of truth” to re- 
ports that Washington had 


stripped Gen. MacArthur of au- 
thority to speak freely on prog- 
ress of the war. 

Under the new policy, the 
Eighth Army will issue all -re- 
leases on Korean ground opera- 
tions. Gen. MacArthur’s head- 
quarters will confine itself to 
general announcements relating 
to the whale command. 

Also, the Far East Air Forces 
and the Far East Naval Command 
will continue to issue releases in 
Tokyo. Both are under Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s command. 

The Fifth Air Force, controlling 
tactical operations, issues its re- 
leases at its Korean headquarters. 

Col. Echols said he instituted 
the new plan to “minimize con- 
fusion.” In the past, he explained, 
the separate releases by the 
Eighth Army and Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters often were 
in conflict. 

“Since the Eighth Army now 
controls all ground activity, it is 
more efficient to let it announce 
all news concerning day-to-day op- 
erations,” Col. Echols added, 

For a time, the Eighth Army 
operated independently from the 
Tenth oo! The Iatter sent its 
reports to Tokyo headquarters and 
the news was announced there. 

Col. Echols said Gen. MacArthur 
would continue to issue his occa- 
sional United Nations. communi- 
ques and presumably his periodic 
over-all tactical summaries of the

Meanwhile, correspondents 
named seven of their number to 
study the censorship situation and 
make recommendations for its-im- 
provement.

At the present time we have 
the equivalent of two divisions in 
Western Germany, plus two regi- 
mental combat teams in Berlin 
and Austria respectively. It has 
been reported that this force is 
to be increased as rapidly as pos- 
sible to six divisions (including 
two or three armored divisions) 
plus the Berlin and Austria regi- 
ments. Hoover thinks this would 
be increasing our risk, that six 
divisions could not stop the Rus- 
sians any more than two could. 

It does not seem to occur to 
him that six divisions could do a 
lot more to delay the Russians 
than two divisions and that such 
a force would have a far better 
chance of fighting its way out of 
Europe if it had to. An army of 
two divisions might well be over- 
whelmed*in the first Russian 
onrush. An army of six divisions 
would have a fair chance of mak- 
ing a fighting withdrawal to 
coastal ports, establishing firm 
perimeters to cover an evacua- 
tion, and getting back to Britain 
more or less intact. 

As an example, think what 
might have happened to the 
United States Tenth Corps in 
northeastern Korea if it had not 
had the Third Infantry Division to 
establish a firm evacuation per- 
imeter around the port of Hung- 
ham. There was certainly a case 
where three divisions were a lo 
safer than two. 

Far from increasing the lia- 
bility, the liability is reduced by 
providing enough force to deal 
with even the worst of situations. 

What is more, such a fighting 
withdrawal would not only leave 
a lot of dead Russians behind, 
but would compel the Russians to 
use up vast quantities of ammu- 
nition and oil.at a time when our 
strategic air force would be ham- 
mering away at their factories 
and oil fields.

That is what the physicists of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
call their trick of producing low- 
order nuclear fission bursts with- 
out provoking a full-scale, death- 
dealing A-bomb blast. 

They have been doing that lab- 
oratory trick since before the first 
A-bomb was exploded. A new 
announcement from the AEC sug- 
gests that now they are able to 
produce bigger sub-explosion 
bursts and will begin that work 
on part of a 5000-square-mile Air 
Force bombing and gunnery range 
near Las Vegas, Nev. 

The AEC said late yesterday 
it had been authorized by Presi- 
dent Truman to use the Nevada 
range, located within convenient 
access to the Los Alamos (N.M.) 
laboratory, for periodic test work. 
The tests, AEC said; “will include 
experimental. nuclear detonation 
for the development of atomic 
bombs—so called ‘A-bombs’—car- 
ried out under controlled condi- 
tions.” 

Such big-scale, out-of-doors lab- | 
oratory experiments could be di- 
rectly associated with work to- 
ward developing atomic weapons 
for use. by the Army, already of- 
ficially announced. Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins, Army chief of ¢taff. 
has indicated it was by no means 
impossible to develop an artillery 
shell or a guided missile with an 
atomic warhead,

Playing Canasta to Win |

Ag OKERS control the game when 
J 120 points are needed for the 

initial meld. Without’one jok- 
er you can seldom make 120; in 
the early stages, you can’t make 
it economically without two jok- 
ers. 


Paradoxically, this often means 
that a hand with two jokers, the 
only hand that can easily meld, 
ad the hand that has least reason 


‘ 

A player in a recent game 
picked up three jokers, and to 
make matters better (for him), 
both sides needed 120. This meant 
that it was almost impossible that 
any other player could make the 
minimum or take the pack for 
several rounds at least. 


But our hero, with his jokers, 
could take the pack whenever the 
last discard matched one of his 
pairs. This being the case, he 
could do best to wait until the 
pack was well worth taking—that 
is, until it grew to at least 20 
cards. 

Of course, one advantage of 
making your initial meld is that it 
unfreezes the pack for partner; 
but this means nothing except an 
increased chance to get the pack, 
and that chance is of little impor- 


tance until the pack is big enough 
to be worth getting. 

In this.case, the player with all 
those jokers later had, and acted 
upon, an opportunity to make the 
fanciest play of them all. Not only 


‘did he pass up a card he could 


have taken at one stage, but later 
he discarded one of his jokers (in 
order to keep a pair he had made 
in the meantime). After all, what 
did he want with three jokers? 


Two are quite enough. Besides,’ 


he figured that joker wéuld: come 
back to him later anyway—and it 
did, when, as expected, he got 
the pack.

Nevertheless, it might be wise 
for all nations. to study the new 
trends among the peoples of this 
area as well as other areas of the 
world.
